for

be something interesting to see. The 
"runs" where the cars are unloaded, 
will be the first scene of activity, but 
interest will quickly shift 
to 
the 


grounds on 
the 
Almshouse field, 


which will be the home of the show 
for the next eighteen 'hours. 
The 


first wagons to arrive on the lot will 
be those carrying the camp parapher- 
nalia. 
These will be unloaded 
as 


rapidly as possible, and1 in le^s than 
an hour the cook and 
dining 
tents 


will be up and preparations 
under 


way for breakfast. There are over 
one thousand employes of 
the 
big 


show who board at this "traveling 
hotel" and the commissary 
depart- 


ment is one of the most interesting 
adjuncts of the institution. 
In ETur- 


ope this department of the show at- 
tracted universal attention, and sev- 
eral governments detailed 
military 


officers to travel with the show and 
studiy the methods employed in pro- 
viding for the physical needs of the 
circus army. 
Many of the hints se- 


cured! in this way have since been 
adopted in the French, Austrian and 
German militaiy 
service—the Ger- 


man emperor being particularly im- 
pressed by the marvelous 
celerity 


with which this and all other depart- 
ments at 
the great show 
were 


handled. 
In fact it was a very gen- 


eral belief in Berlin that the emper- 
or had visited the 
show 
incognito, 


and personally confirmed the reports 
which his officers had 
given 
him. 


The United' States has also recently 
investigated the Barnum and Bailey 
transportation and' commissary meth- 
odfe with a view of introducing them 
in the army. 


It requires a considerable outlay of 


money to feed the circus army, and 
this money is distributed among the 
business men where the 
show ex- 


hibits. Very little is carried over 
from day to 
day, except 
possibly 


canned goods. 
The big refrigerator 


on wheels, which is a necessary part 
of 
the 
commissary 
paraphernalia 


rarely contains at night more than 
sufficient meat for the 
next day's 


breakfast. 
The daily requirements 


of the cook tent average 
about 
as 


follows: 
From ]20ft to 1500 pounds 


of meat, fifteen barrels of potatoes, 
eight .barrels of beets, carrots and 
turnips .for soup, etc., 
seventy-five 


pounds of coffee, from thirty-five to 
forty pounds of tea and' two barrels 
of sugar. 
In addition to these gen- 


erous supplies the daily 
requisition 


of the chef calls for four cases of 
canned goods, COO loaves 
of 
bread, 


an immense amount oC butter 
and 


from eighty to 100 gallons of 
milk, 


when |t can be secured. All of these 
supplies have been contracted for in 
advance, and they will be delivered 


on thp show lot 
immediately 
after 


the circus arrives. 


The 
main 
hippodrome 
pavilion 


will be the last tent erected and af- 
ter the canvas has been laced around 
the lofty center poles, the 
quarter 


poles will be inserted and the wide 
walls put up and the work of prepar- 
ing the seats, rings and performers' 
rigging will be inaugurated. 
This 


involves a 
tremendous amoun-t of 


energy and utilizes the services of 
several hundred men. 
Before 
ten 


o'clock, however, everything vnll be 
in readiness for thp remarkable free 
show which precedes the regular ex- 
hibition morning and evening. The 
magnitude of the show h-as preclud- 
ed the possibility of giving a proces- 
sion, but this will not interfere with 
the free open air performance, which 
takes place immediately in front of 
the main entrance at eleven and five 
o'clock.

'Following is the weekly 
weather 


bulletin of the New England weather 
bureau: 


Temperature—The prevailing east- 


erly winds and cloudy weather of 
the week caused generally lower tem- 
perature. 
The 
mean 
temperature 


and also the maxima, were below the 
normal. As compared' with the av- 
erage temperature of the week end- 
ing July 2, the average for the week 
at the several stations ranged from 2 
ti. 4 degrees lower. The highest tem- 
perature generally occurred on 
the 


3d and 4th, with maxima ranging be- 
tween 80 and' 86. During the remain- 
der of the period the maxima ranged 
from near 70 on the coast to 78 in- 
terior parts of the section. 


'Precipitation—Showers were 
gen- 


eral on the night of the 3d, and on 
the 4th in Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont, with amounts 
near 


0.60 of an inch, except in Vermont, 
where they were generally less than 
0.20 of an inch. During the remaind- 
er of the the week no appreciable 
rainfall occurred in these states. In 
the southern portion of the district 
showers occurred Monday, Tuesday 
and 
Wednesday, and! in eastern 


Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and 


eastern Connecticut during Saturday 
afternoon and night. The rainfall of 
the week 
iu> 
the 
three southern 


states was generally above, and In 
the three northern states, near or 
somewhat below the normal.

1 Concerning Food \m\ut. 


A doctor was pointing out medi- 


cal fallacies—the wrong ideal about 
thing* medical that many people 
hold. 
' 


"Oue fallacy," he said, "Is that 


beef tea is nourishing. It is nothing 
but water in which pleasant and ex- 
hileratlng meat salts are dissolved. 
You would starve to death on beef 
tea, the same as on whisky or on 
coffee. 


"Another fallacy Is that alcohol— 


whisky—warms the body. Alcohol 
lowers the temperature. It chills. In- 
stead of warming. Hence It is of no 
use whatever as a guard against 
cold.' 


"A third fallacy is that one egg 


contains as much nourishment as a 
pound of meat. Sick people without 
appetite think complacently that If 
they take an egg or two a day they 
are doing well. As a matter of f»ct, 
they are doing anything but well. 
They must remember, if they are 
substituting eggs for meat, that eight 
eggs, not one, are required to equal 
one meat pound. 


"Then there's the liver fallacy. 


Many, as soon as their stomachs get 
out of order, begin to treat their 
liver. But the liver is a dangerous 
thing to treat unless one understands 
it, for there are over ninety distinct 
liver troubles, and what is good for 
one is bad for ail the rest." 


Napoleon und Russia. 


It is & singular fact that the full 


of Napoleon began with his attack 
on Russia. Thenceforth Russia was 
a fear and dread to him. He used 
about her the most extravagant lan- 
guage, such as "Russia Is on the 
march to conquer the world," He 
thought that any one who could suc- 
cessfully resist Napoleon must have 
a charmed life. And these seem to 
be Russia's Ideas about herself. Un- 
der those words "manifest destiny," 
is hidden an ambition which Is un- 
satiablc.

WATCH MAKING IN A&USIUCA. 


Trade of Greet Britain Gradually 


' 
The factfiafc? life Urifed Stgtes 


has forged ahead of Great Britain/In 
the manufacture of watches is 
the subject of an article in the Maga- 
zine of Commerce. 


"Forty years ago," 
the writer 


says, "the best known devices in the 
modern watch 
were invented by 


.English makers,, and at that time 
only 50,000 watches were made in 
the United States and 104,000 In 
Great Britain. But in the course of 
these forty years the whole situation 
has been reversed and while In Great 
Britain only 226,000 watches were 
made in the,, year 1902, in the United 
States the enormous number of 2,- 
750,000 were turned out. 
Against 


the very nearly three millions of 
watches made in the country some- 
where about six millions are made 
on the Continent of Europe, but 
these do not seem to compete with 
the American watch. The American 
watch is rapidly superseding the 
Swiss and English watch." 


The writer attributes the decay of 


the watch-making industry to what 
be calls the "obsolescent assay laws" 
of Great Britain and the strict en- 
forcement of them, and also to what 
he calls the "fetich of free trade," 
which has hindered Parliament la its 
legislation. 


New Facts About Pompeii. 


The question 
whether Pompeii 


was a seaport in the strict sense cf 
the word, says Harper's Weekly, or 
whether It was separatou from the 
sea by a strip of land, was solved de 
facto 
In 
1879 
by a network of 


trenches opened by Ruggero across 
the disputed district. It was ascer- 
tained on this occasion that the story 
of a three-masted ship, in fact, of the 
flagship of Pliny, alleged to have 
been found near tho farmhouse of 
Slesbiguci in 1833, was absolutely 
groundless. The masts, seen and de- 
scribed by the naval architect Gius- 
eppe Negri, were simply trunks of 
cypress trees. 


Many such trunks of 
cypresses 


have been found since. They meas- 
ure, as an average, m. 1.42 in cir- 
cumferenece, m. 0.47 in diameter, 
which seems to be the proper size for 
a tree 40 or 45 years old. Their 
roots are are still planted in the an- 
tique humus of the mouth <,i the 
Sarno, whereas the trunks at • em- 
bedded in the laplli of the eruption 
of 79. 


With the help of these fossils re- 


mains the lint of the ancient sea- 
coast has been traced from Torre 
Annunziata to Castellammare, cross- 
Ing the River Sarno 3,000 feet above 
its present mouth. The picturesque 
rocks of Rovigllano, the petra ller- 
culis of the Romans, which before 
tho eruption, were separated from 
the mainland by a channel 1,550 mo- 
tors wide come now within 420 me- 
ters of the shore.

activity as a spy she communicated 
to them over 50 important military 
secrets. To this end she fascinated 
and ensnared over 100 state officials 
and army officers, and exploited them 
for her purposes. When she emerges 
from prison she will bo expelled 
from Germany and proh'bited from 
ever again entering 
the country. 


German military authorities regard 
her as the most dangerous and suc- 
cessful spy of recent times.

' LAW 
OF ACCLIMATION. 


Hature Disapprove* Removal to New 


Condition*. 


Acclimation of lower animaU is 


not possible it the new climate is 
markedly different from the native 
one. No naturalist ever doubts that. 
The death rate In zoological gardens 
Is very great even with all the care 
to imitate the natural environment 
of each species. 


The same law holds as to man. 


The characters he has developed in 
any one locality make him adjusted 
to that place and to no other. Nature 
Is not such a stupid workman as to 
make these differences for no pur- 
pose. The only way to survive in a 
new climate is to find out what is in- 
jurious and then guard against It—- 
that Is, try to imitate the normal en- 
vironment. 


It has been discovered that most 


of the past mortality was due to in- 
fections, and therefore modern sani- 
tation stepped in to reduce the death 
rato to a point but very little differ- 
ent from that at home. As a matter 
of fact the death rate of Americans 
in the Philippines should bo far less 
than in the United States if the offi- 
cials do their duty by the sick—send 
them home as soon as it is found 
that recovery is not probable in the 
tropics. 


Washburn shows that the sick and 


death rates of Americans steadily 
decrease year by year of residence, 
and calls it acclimation. It is proba- 
bly the survival of the most resist- 
ant-—the others went home or died. 
He also things that the large death 
rate in campaigns is inevitable and 
Invariable, but it does not seem to 
have resulted from the lute Japanese 
Invasion of Manchuria—at least so 
far as we have heard. 


When it does occur in the trojiics 


it is partly due to exposure or cli- 
matic adversities, which 
can 
be 


avoided in gai risen life. 
He con- 


cludes that tropical sickness is part- 
ly due to immorallt\ and failure to 
observe rules of health. Both accu- 
sations will bo resented by many men 
who have come home more or loss 
wrecked in health In spite of their 
morality and care.—American Medl- 
cino. 


Kilobit's Kofuite from Lynx. 


That the instinct of self-preserva- 


tion Is not confined to tho human 
raco is evident from many Instances 
In the experience of hunters in the 
north woods, says the St. Paul De- 
spatch. George Brown, a trapper in 
the Tahquamnnon HIver country, re- 
lates tho fact that while seated in his 
tent one evening^at dusk, there was 
a sudden commotion at the entrance, 
and in popped a rabbit. Behind the 
rabbit In hot pursuit, came another 
animal, which fairly shot down the 
snow incline Into the tent. This anl- 
nml proved to be a lynx. 


For a moment It did not dawn up- 


on the lynx that It had been caught 
in a suare, and then it jumped to the 
opposite side of tho tent and begun 
to claw tho canvas and snarl. 
By 


this time the trapper had grabbed a 
club and was on his feet. The fight 
that followed was lively and how he 
managed to dodge the lynx and also 
hit it in the senil-darknuss is. he 
says, a mystery, but it was not long 
before tho lynx was stretched out 
lifeless. The hunter came out of the 
encounter with a few scratches, and 
In tho meantime the rabbit escaped. 


Oron-iiiR Tomato Plants. 


The largest tomato plants in the 


world are found in California. 
One 


grower has throe plants which have 
reached a length of thirty feet. 


In three months from the time the 


seeds were planted, says What to 
Eat, they had climbed to the top of 
a twenty foot trellis. 
When the> 


reached this remarkable height they 
grew backward until they attained a 
length of thirty feet. 


They have no special care or cul- 


tivation and have had no protection 
from the weather; yet In spite of 
every disadvantage they k'ept 
on 


growing fruiting in the most as- 
tonishing fashion. 


The trunks are one and a half 


Inches in diameter, the foliage thick 
and luxuriant. Enormous quantities 
of tomatoes have been picked from 
these three plants, and the fruit is of 
unusual size, possessing fine flavor.

Strange New Mexican Lake. 


About forty miles south of Zunl 


there is a singular depression, In a 
plain of cretaceous sandstone, about 
a mile In diameter, with walls 150 
f.jot high. In the midst of this is a 
shallow lake, 4,000 feet long by 
3,000 broad, the waters of which 
contain 26 per cent, of salt. 


This has been a source of supply 


for salt used by Indians and Mexi- 
cans for centuries, and lately the 
salt has been hauled to surrounding 
ranches, everybody helping himself. 
Tho annual output is about 1,000 
tons, but the processes are crude.

Stripes. 


"The colors of the Southern Con- 


federacy used to be called 'the rebel 
rag' in derision and to apply 
that 


term to the Star Spangled Banner is 
something to be resented bj all \\ho 
honor the Stars and Stripes. The 
Boston Herald has never gotten over 
the eSects of a careless 
paragraph 


that called it a 'textile fabric' and 
probably never will. It 
does 
not 


help the matter to say that 'rag' was 
used because it rhymes with 'flag.' 
The song writer should express his 
ideas without resort 
to 
offensive 


words or suggestions." 


"We very much doubt if the Boston 


Herald is at the present time suf- 
fering any 
inconvenience whatever 


from having called the flag 'a textile 
fabric,' one very good reason being 
that few people remember the appli- 
cation of the phrase. That The Her- 
ald meant disrespect to the flag is 
not for a moment to be believed. A 
glance at the dictionary, 
moreover, 


will show the description to be ab- 
solutely correct. 


The word rag has not always been 


applied in reproach. To call a flag 
a rag may mean that it has become 
honorably tattered in battle, and this 
application of the word has 
more 


than once been made.

perplexed over the prospect

shortage in silver dollars and subsi- 
diary silver coinage, because of the 
failure of congress to enact remedial 
legislation. There is no bullion in 
(he treasury out of which to 
make 


subsudiary coin, the supply purchased 
under the act of July 14, 1SDO, hav- 
ing been exhausted more than a year 
ago, and no provision exists for 
re- 


coining silver dollars which by natur- 
al wear have become unfit for circu- 
lation. 


The number of silver dollars forced 


out or circulation because ot" their 
abrased and worn conditions has in- 
creased rather than diminished 
of 


late and the stock of these unciirrent 
.silver dollars, woith nothing so far 
as practical seivife is concerned, is 
rapidly accumulating in the treasury 
vaults. They arc of no value in re- 
lieving the famine in money of small 
denominations, of which there is com- 
plaint, and

come moie serious when the

Although the use of candles to-' 


domestic illuminating purposes 
i1- 


declining, there still exist in Belgium 
three important manufactories. 


Materials used there in the manu- 


facture 
of candles 
are 
stearine, 


etearlc acid and parafflne. Important 
quantities of church candles, short, 
medium and very long, simple and 
decorated, are also manufactured in 
Belgium. About nine-tenths of the 
general output is exported. Thus it 
is shown that without the export 
trade the manufacture of candles in 
Belgium would practically be aban- 
doned. 


Candles arc moulded by machin- 


ery. The machines are of German, 
French and English origin, the Ger- 
man made machine predominating. 
The capacity of machines in use va- 
ries from eighty to four hundred 
moulds. Average dally production is 
about thirty-five thousand 
pounds 


for each factory. 


The candle Industry in the Vene- 


tian provinces is a comparatively im- 
portant one. The statistics for the 
port of Venice show that the exporta- 
tion exceeded the importation by 
about 1210,000 in the calendar year 
1904. 
Large quantities are 
also 


shipped to other parts of Italy, of 
which there la no official record. Al- 
together the field is a fair one for 
exploitation 
by 
manufacturers of 


candle making machinery, although 
it is a fact that the rapidly extending 
use of electricity, even in small vil- 
lages, correlatively reduces the more 
primitive methods of illumination.

IWOti, trans- 
port, or offer for transportation, and "no carrier 
of interstate or foreign commerce shall trans- 
port, or receive for transportation from one 
State or Territory, or ilie District uf Columbin, 
to another Slate or Territory or thr> District of 
Columbia, or to any place under the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States or to any foreign 
country, any carcass, or parts thereof, meat or 
meat food product* thereof, which have not 
been inspected, examined and marked "In- 
spected and Pasaeil," in accordance with the 
terms of the law, and with the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. An exemption may be made liy the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture of retail butchers and re- 
call dealers in meat and meat food products, 
•upnlyinit their customers through the medium 
of interstate or foreign commeice. The above 
provision of law necessitates either the estab- 
lishment of inspection or a notice ot exemption 
bvthe Department or Agriculture, on or before 
October l.liKNi, for all persons who expect to 
otter meat or moat food products for transpor- 
tation in interstate or foreign commerce on 
and after that date. To enable tlie Depart- 
ment to determine upon the necessary number 
of inspectors, and to viihcr Chtablish inspection 
or to grant exemption, all persons, firms, and 
corporations who do not now have inspection 
and who deal in meat or meat food products, 
which are transported either in interstate or 
foreign commerce, are requested to send im- 
mediately to the Secretary of Agriculture a full 
and complete statement of the amount of meat 
or meat food products handled in interstate or 
foreign commerce by the particular establish- 
ment, the location and the character of the 
operations of the establishment, the names of 
the proprietors of the establishment, and such 
other information as may bo necessary to en- 
able the Secretary of Agriculture to determine 
whether inspection or exemption thonld be 
granted.—JAMES WILSON, Secretary.

Milking of Pencils. 


Lead pencils, so called, are made 


of graphite,one of the forms in which 
carbon occurs in nature. There is no 
lead at all in graphite, and the mis- 
nomer Is piobably due to the fact 
that, previous to the use of graphite 
for pencil making, common lead was 
used. 


Graphite is not sufficiently 
free 


from sand and other foreign sub- 
stances to be used without prepara- 
tion. To cleanse It, therefoie, it is 
generally ground fine, then washed 
until it ib pure, and formed into sol- 
id blocks by means of great hy- 
draulic pressure. 


The blocks thus formed arc sawn 


Into plates about one-sixteenth of an 
inch in thickness, and these plates 
are cut across, so us to form them 
into small four-sided .sticks. 
The 


next thing necessary Is to inclose the 
sticks In a case of wood. The wood- 
en case serves a two-fold purpose— 
it is a protection from breakage and 
It keeps the graphite from Boiling 
the hands. 


Wood for the cases is first sawn iuto 


thin boards about half the thickness 
of the intended pencils. The boards 
are then cut into small pieces about 
ten Inches in length and six inches 
in width, which are placed in the 
cutting and grooving machines and 
cut Iuto straight square sticks, each 
having a groove on one surface.. 


This machine consists principally 


of two circular saws. One saw is very 
thin, and is so set that it will cut en- 
tirely through the board; the other 
saw, revolving within one-eighth of 
an inch of it, is so set that It xvill cut 
onlj a fine square groove in tho 
wood. 
The little sticks of prepared 


graphite 
are 
then 
laid in 
theso 


grooves and covered with a similar 
piece of wood, though not 
grooved. 


They are then ready for the woi It- 
man who Is called the "fastener-up." 
He glues the inner faces of the t\\o 
pieces of wood, presses them 
to- 


gether and puts them aside to dry 
When dry they are passed through 
the 
"rounding" 
machine, dressed 


with a semicircular smoothing plane, 
cut at the ends, polished and they 
are ready for the market. 


:, Ituilroad Through Dead Sea.

The actual length 
of this, the longest 
trestle in the 


world Is 12 miles. It contains 25,000 
piles, the longest single pile being 
90 feet/and the longest spliced pile 
120 feet. The cost of constructing 
this wonderful piece of railroad was 
$->,000,000, and the time required 
to build it was three years. At one 
place in the bed of the lake thou- 
sands of cars of rock were emptied 
without making the least impression 
In the way of foundation. 


In riding over this road---right 


through the beautiful, sparkling Salt 
Lake 
one notices the absence of 


boat; of any kind, although the lake 
i over 100 miles in length and 70 
miles across at Its widest place, and 
one would think it afforded great at- 
tiactions for tho sailor or oarsman 
But the fact Is, rowing or sailing if 
almost impossible on the waters of 
this Dead Sea, for it is so heavj with 
salt, that navigation—or even swim- 
ming— is slow and laborious, render- 
ing, therefore, little pleasure for the 
pains. 


If one dips up a pail of water from 


Great Salt Lake and lets It stand in 
the sun till the water evaporates 
there will be found one-third of a 
p.iil of salt. 


Hundreds of centuries ago the wa 


tf'/s of this great body extended ovei 
the thousands of acres of land that 
surrotmdn it now (ln the form of dry 
desolate xvastes on which nothing 
grows, for no animal, vegetable nci 
fowl life can exist on this one-tlmt 
sea bed.

The finest points about a Collie Is 


hij head and expression, as breeders 
call it. A dog with an elegant coat. 
and general Collie form, but withojt 
a Rood head, is not worth much, ac- 
cording to the fanciers. The head U 
moderately wide and skull flat, with 
a 
clean 
cut 
mouth 
and 
rather 


lengthy over all. Ears want to be 
ct'.rrled low and when the dog is on 
the lookout they want to be elevated 
v. c'!l up , yet the tips should tip over 
u\en and gracefully. In coat he mi'st 
be very heavy and long. The frill 
about liis neck must be long and 
bcivutiful. Collies are either golden 
sable and white or tri-color, i. e., 
black, with white and tan markings 
on trill, breast, legs, head and ears. 
Tiie sable and white Collies are the 
most popular in this country, as well 
as in their native land because of 
their extreme 
beauty. 
The white 


markings to be valuable must be a 
full, wide collar, white tip of tail, 
blaze In the face, white markings on 
legs, frill and breast. The more per- 
fect these mai kings, other qualities 
being good in proportion, the more 
valuable the animal. 


I have been impressed 
greatly, 


during my lew j ears' experience 
with Collies, with their extreme in- 
telligence. Having kept aud bred fox 
tc.rieis 
and 
Bostons 
previously, 


makes me love the Collie the more. 
Nothing that has come to my notice 
concerning either tho fox terrier or 
tho Bostons has been disadvantage- 
ous to them. There Is an indescriba- 
ble something that fascinates ono to 
a Collie above all others. He loves to 
obey. It has been bred into them so 
long that it is a fixed characteristic. 
lie. can so attach himself to jou that 
nothing would ever let you part 
fiom him. 


Any breeder or dog -fancier loves 


bis Collie best— the warm coiner in 
tho heart is reserved for him! Why? 
Because, he icciprocates. Ho will not 
stand a cu fling nor a kick — a sharp 
\\o;d nf lebuke is more than enough 
to loicct him. It may be this tondcr- 
::eis of heart that makes him so af- 
le' tlonate.

Senses of Insects.

]!•-• cd to be better fitted than the hu- 
nia.i eje for observing objects in mo- 
tion though these creatures are short 
slgnted. 


It may be reasonably 
supposed 


that insects possess taste, judging 
from the discrimination that they 
exercise in the choice of their foo'd. 
That they have smell is a matter o£ 
common observation and has been 
experimentally proved by Sir John 
Lubbock and others. 
Most insects 


seem to be deaf to the sounds which 
are heard by human beings. 


At the same time there is no ques- 


tion that they produce sounds and 
hear sounds thai are entirely beyond 
our own range of auditory percep- 
tion. Sir John Lubbock said that we 
can no more form an idea of these 
sounds than we should have been 
able to conceive a notion of red or 
gieen If the human race had been 
blind. 
The air is doubtless often 


vocal with the sounds made by in- 
sects of so high a pitch as to be en- 
tlrclj out of range of man's power to 
hear. 


Certain senses in insects appear 


to be beyond comprehension. The 
neuters among the ants known aa 
"termites" are blind and can have 
no sense of light in their burrow- 


j ings; yet they will reduce a beam of 
j wood or an elaborate piece of furni- 


ture to a mere shell without once 
gnawing through to the surface. 


An analogy is found among mam- 


mals. 
A bat in 
a lighted room, 


though blinded as to sight, will fly 
In nil directions with great swiftness 
and 
with 
infallible certainty of 


avoiding concussion or contact with, 
any object. It seems to be able to 
feel at a distance.
